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“We'll Take Mr. Roosevelt” 


The Louisville, Ky., Courier-Journal, in its 
issue of September 26, definitely places itself 
in support of President Roosevelt for re-elec- 
tion, in a two-column editorial bearing the 
heading above, “We'll Take Mr. Roosevelt.” 

The Courier-Journal was opposed to the 
nomination of Roosevelt for a third term. 
Since the nomination it has refrained from 
any choice between the two candidates. Even 
now, the paper frankly states it is sorry that 
Roosevelt decided to run’ again. Thoroughly 
disgruntled with both major political parties 
and, as the editorial states, “hating both the 
conventions,’ the Louisville paper has waited 
until this time, with the campaign half over 
to judge both men by what they have done 
this summer. 

“The campaign is now half over; the evi- 
dence we believe is now on hand,” reads the 
Courier-Journal editorial. “We find that with 
all his faults we still think Mr. Roosevelt is a 
great man who may prove greatly daring in 
the face of the world menace. We find, re- 
luctantly, that we think Mr. Wilkie is a con- 
fused man who cannot be expected to fulfil 
the hopes of his supporters.” 

Four reasons ior discouragement about 
Wendell Willkie are listed, first, as a doubt if 
he has a clear policy on the war; a dangerously 
unclear record on domestic policy; a lack of 
balance and reliability in some of the Willkie 
speeches and, fourth, that Willkie has shown 
himself a bad organizer. 

It is unnecessary, here, to enlarge upon 
those four reasons for discouragement about 
Willkie. They are based on clear logic, obvious 
to all who have followed the campaign thus 
far. 

It is significant that the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, a newspaper known for the calm 
soundness of its editorial opinion and one 
which, self-admittedly, hoped for great things 
from the Republican nominee, now publicly 
aligns itself with the Roosevelt campaign and 
says: 

-“We'll Take Mr. Roosevelt.” 

In times of crisis such as these, with the 
need for an experienced hand at the national 
helm and for a man with the courage to act 
daringly for the nation’s salvation, more and 
more people are today changing their political 
views and saying, “we'll take Roosevelt,” too.

Newspaper Week 


This is “newspaper week.” All over the 
nation, backed by gubernatorial proclamations 
and public utterances galore, the newspapers 
are coming in, this week, for closer attention 
than ever—if possible. 

There will be innumerable speeches deal- 
ing with that fascinating subject, the freedom 
of the press. 

Freedom of the press is one of the basic 
rights guaranteed in the United States’ con- 
stitution. It is a pussession of the people, not 
primarily of the professional press. It is a 
heritage of all America and the newspaper, 
magazine and book publishers are charged 
merely as the front-line defenders of that 
precious right. 

There are, perhaps, too many special 
“weeks” already and newspapers, called upon 
to publicize several hundred such “weeks” 
each year would be the last to advocate any 
more. Yet, in view of that courtesy publicity 
given other such events, it is perhaps only 
fair that the daily and weekly press should 
have a chance to print a few lines about their 
own “week.” 

Therefcre, these lines are written. Perhaps 
‘{ndividual modesty bars individual newspaper- 
men from fully celebrating “newspaper week.” 
But, if you imagine the newspapers are not 
an important factor in modern life—try to 
imagine what life would be without them.

The Two Crosses 

Cynics there be who have, in the past, 
sneered at ministers of the church who have 
exhorted their own people to sacrifice and 
effort for the winnihg of a war. 

In past conflicts the majority of the men 
of the cloth have preached the righteousness 
of their own nation’s cause, with equal fervor 
on both sides of the battle lines. There has, 
thus, been apparent basis for some of the 
scoffers’ jeers. Yet, that basis, even in the 
past, has been more apparent than real. For 
who can question that the soul of man will, 
at the final judgment, be appraised more upon 
the issue of sincerity than upon the purity of 
cause espoused? 

In the present war, however, there can be 
no criticism of those who preach the need for 
heroic courage and sacrifice against the forces 
of Hitler and his collaborators. For the issue 
is more than a war between ngtions. It is 
world revolution and no small factor in that 
revolution is the determination, by a handful 
of evil men, that Christianity shall be tumbled 
from its high pedestal as the spiritual hope of 
mankind. — 

There are two crosses at. mortal combat 
throughout the warring world today. One is 
that ancient Cross which symbolizes the death 
of Him Who died that His blood might wash 
away the sins of man. The other is that 
crooked cross, the reversed swastika, the Nazi 
emblem of greed and bestial cruelty, of lust 
and ruthless disregard for all the decency and 


_ gentleness and honor that have lifted man 


nearer to the angels. 

This is cold, undeniable fact. It is proven, 
if any there be who need proof, in the words 
of Hitler and other Nazi leaders themselves. 

The Nazis took a generation of German 
youth and taught them, from childhood, the 
beastly Nazi creed of the superman, of the 
inferiority of other races and of joy in cruelty. 
It distorted their young minds and pressed 
their souls and bodies into vicious conformity 
to the tenets of the only Nazi religion, worship 
of the state and of its Fuehrer. 

In the words of a prominent German teach- 
er, “German youth can no longer be Catholic or 
Protestant, Lutheran or Quaker. There is only 
one religion in modern Germany, and that is 
the religion of the state supreme.” : 

Again, from the writings of Hitler him- 
self: “German youth worships only one god. 
That is their Fuehrer.” 

Of all the tragedies that the Nazi theory 
has brought upon a stricken world, there is 
none more pitiable than that it has worked 
upon German youth itself. It has robbed the 
young men and the young women of Germany 
of those things of the spirit which are real, 
and has substituted only a fanatic worship of 
a misled man and a vicious glorification in 
material force. 

Propaganda emanating from the propa- 
ganda factories under Goebbels comes from 
Germany, seeking to delude the: outer world 
to believe that true servants of the Christ, in 
Germany today, approve the course of Nazi- 
dom. ee 

But the man or woman is spiritually 
blind indeed who cannot understand that this 
revolution of force, now joined to the pagan 
sun of Japan, is in literal truth an attack by 
Nazi’s crooked cross against the most precious 
symbol in all man’s knowledge, the Cross of 
Calvary.

Editorial Symposium 
CONSCRIPTION. 


As the first registration of men from the ages 
of 21 to 35 nears on October 16, the DETROIT 
FREE PRESS asserts that “The most cheerful 
news out of Washington is the assurance of ad- 
ministration heads that the entire draft proceed- 
ings will-be carried out in the open with full 
publicity for every move made in the local, state 
and federal functioning of the conscription. ... 
Democracy functions best under such pitiless 
white light of publicity.” 

Across the continent, the SAN FRANCISCO 
CHRONICLE believes that “Selective military 
training under the draft can be the most useful 
12 months in any young American’s life” and 
that the success of the law “depends primarily on 
the intelligence of :local draft boards in classify- 
ing human material.” And in the east, Albany’s 
KNICKERBOCKER NEWS declares “the law 
needs to have safeguards in it against unwise or 
impetuous. actions by the President or his bureau- 
crats, the protection of our civil laws.” 

Somewhat apprehensively, | the DESERT 
NEWS, of Salt Lake City, says, “The United 
States is now a conscript nation. Its command of 
large military forces in peace time will change 
its character and can easily revise sharply its 
foreign policy and lead it in a new direction.” 

Paraphrasing “We love him -for the enemies 
he has made,” the CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER 
feels that “Americans can rejoice, not only in the 
positive pra@@fsions of the bill, but in the enemies 
it has smoked out. One of these, J. Wilhelm’ 
Kunze, leader of the German-American Bund, in 
a telegram called the bill ‘damnably vicious.’ ” 
On the same subject, the DALLAS MORNING 
NEWS sees the Bund complaint in the section of 
the draft measure that “would prohibit replace- 
ment of drafted men in vacated civil jobs by 
members of the Bund and of Communistic organ- 
izations . . . Herr Kunze evidences a remarkable 
ignorance of the meaning both of Americanism 
and of the Constitution.” The DES MOINES 
REGISTER says of Kunze’s attacks that he “is 
putting on a shoe that pinches painfully. 
There are some jarguments against the measure 
to which Kunze/ objects, but he is hardly in a 
position to make them.”

THE PAST BOGEY WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Now that the 

turmoil has died down a little, it is pos- 
sible to form a calmer judgment of the meaning to this country 
of the Italo-German-Japanese alliance. If the opinion of the au- 
thorities here is to be given any weight at all, the elaborately 
staged scene in the great hall of the chancellery at Berlin was far 
less significant, to the United States at least, than it was intended 
to seem. 

In the first wave of excitement over Chancellor Hitler’s grandi- 
ose coup, a great deal was made of the fact that the alliance was 
“aimed at” this country. It may be. But the really important 
question is whether the weapon is loaded. 

It is difficult not to conclude that the answer must be in the 
negative. The alliance does not alter the United States’ relations 
with Germany and Italy. It merely puts on a formal footing a 
relationship between the Axis powers and Japan which everyone 
with the most rudimentary information had always known existed. 
The theory of those who have taken alarm at the alliance is that 
if this country persists in a course of unfriendliness to the Axis 
powers, their new ally, Japan, will make reprisals against us in 
the Pacific. 

But long before the $25,000,000 additional loan to China and 
the embargo on scrap iron exports were decided on, Japan’s power 
to make reprisals against this country was carefully weighed and 
found wanting. 


JAPAN HAS HER HANDS FULL The vital fact about Japan 


is that she has been in- 
volved for years in an immensely costly, immensely exhausting 
The final defeat of the’ stubborn and gallant 
Chinese seems much less near now than it did on the day of the 
celebrated Peking bridge incident, when the war began. All Japan’s 
resources, of men, money and materials, are still needed in China, 
and are still inadequate to their task. Only a few thousand men 
have been spared for the occupation of Indo-China. Even now, 
in important Hopei province in North China, Japanese forces have 
been so weakened by calls on them elsewhere that the excellent 
Chinese eighth route army is beginning a counteroffensive which 
will threaten and perhaps destroy essential communication lines. 

Thus it is almost inconceivable, for the present, that Japan ‘will 
attempt new conquests, either against the strongly fortified Pacific 
possessions of the United States, or against Australia, or in any 
other area calling for a real military effort. Even the Dutch East 
Indies, which, it is calculated, can be taken with only five good 
divisions, are now thought not unlikely to be beyond Japan’s 
powers. 

Japan’s armies have their hands full already. - There remains 
the Japanese fleet. From a practical standpoint, reprisals carried 
out by the fleet are the most probable; in fact, it would not be 
difficult for Japan to set up a blockade, cutting off the United 
States imports of rubber from Indo-China and Malaya, and tin 
from Malaya and Sumatra. But before Japan establishes such a 
blockade, she must count the cost to herself which could be made 
indescribaly heavy. 

Japan is wholly dependent on her export trade to sustain her 
Chinese adventure. Her export trade is already so hard hit that 
she has failed to take delivery on 500,000 bales of cotton ordered 
in this country, while an estimated 900,000,000 square yards of 
textile piece goods lie in godowns in Japanese ports awaiting 
markets. By the end of the year it is believed this surplus will 
have risen to 1,200,000,000 square yards. 

Available markets for textiles and other Japanese imports are 
continuously diminishing. She has few customers left except in 
the western hemisphere. Her trade with South America is still 
heavy. And if Japan’s navy blockades our sources of rubber and 
tin, Japan’s merchant vessels in the South American trade will be 
rounded up, this hemisphere will be closed to her, and her eco- 
nomic strangulation will begin in earnest. So strong is this weapon 
in our hands considered, that it is thought the scrap embargo may 
be intensified, oil added to the embargo list, and other even firmer 
measures taken without additional risk. . 

In short, unless the American 


RUSSIA ON THE FLANK 
policymakers are completely de- 


ceived in the foregoing summary of Japan’s situation, the meaning 
of the Italo-German-Japanese alliance is far greater to Russia than 
to the United States. As there is no public opinion in Russia, the 
alliance did not have to be paraded by the slick von Ribbentrop 
as a way of putting Russia in her place. Yet it effectively en- 
circles the Soviet Union. This encirclement is. given additional 
point by news of heavy German reinforcements sent to northern 
Norway where they can strike across Finland at the Russian border, 
and of German troop movements*down the Danube. Later the 
alliance may prove important in other spheres, but for the present 
it seems calculated only to prevent a Russian threat to the German 
flank when Germany moves to join with Italy in operations in 
the eastern Mediterranean.

Because of our heritage, or perhaps because of association of 
ideas, nearly all of us feel our heart-beats quicken when we hear 
martial music and see men marching in column. We are reminded 
of gallant contests and victories over enemies. 

The war we read about in childhood was a kind of game. 
Young men marched with gay banners. Generals moved bodies 
of men here and there, as on a chess board, trying to outwit one 
another and gain advantage. 

The soldiers themselves were more than cannon fodder. They 
were engaged in high emprise, fighting for God and country. They 
quickly became rawhide-tough and hard-bitten veterans, who 
prayed and cursed and laughed and rejoiced in the roar of battle. 

Men, tired with a long marching, lifted their heads at the sound 
of distant guns. Their step quickened and their eyes grew bright 
with a high and fierce excitement. They played a deadly and 
fascinating game. And behind them, far from the sound of guns, 
the people they fought for went safely about their peaceful busi- 
ness or slept safely in their beds. 

All of that is changed. The game that was only wicked and 
terrible has now become foul and debasing and unspeakably vile 
and degrading. 

War is total now—total hell. 
vours everything. | 

It still reveals courage and heroism, for people still face death 
without flinching. And it is still a safe business for the people 
of a great nation if their military equipment is much greater than 
the-’victim’s. 

But when the combatants have equal power to cripple and 
destroy, it is horror and madness and merciless destruction with 
no surcease or mitigation except in death. itself. 

It is hunger, and terror in the night. It is hiding in the ground 
like moles. It is fearful sound that shatters nerves and concus- 
sion that destroys reason. It is blood in the streets. It is the dis- 
membered bodies of little children. It is devouring fire that never 
ends, and the gradual destruction of all beauty that man has cre- 
ated and every good thing he has built. 

There is no winner, for the end is wreckage and charred ruins 
and barren desert and desolation everywhere, and those who sure 
vive will inherit only debt and want and rioting and hate in a 
destitute world without security or compassion. 

No matter how the war ends, it may this time prove to be the 
last.

[ don’t suppose two boys ever had. more enjoyment. 
When they aren’t going to school, they get 55 cents for 
every 100 pounds of cotton they pick. Well, sir, one must 
bend his back to pick 100 pounds between sunup and first 
dark. 3 

Today the boys made the equivalent of 200 or more 
pounds of cotton and they only had to bend their backs twice. 

We tramped many a mile over the fields of cot- 
ton, the cornfields and through likely piney woods, 
but it amounted only to so much exercise. 

We hunted in the vicinity of Loganville. Dr. 
Charles Floyd annually stages an all-day shoot and 
barbecue for his friends. 

No one really cares whether or not the dove abound 
because Jesse Dial, of Oxford, Ga., does something with 
lamb and pork. He cooks it over a slow-burning oak fire 
for some 16 hours. And there is the great iron kettle of 
Brunswick stew. 

Nothing seems very important when Jesse Dial com- 
pletes his work at the pits. So there aren’t many dove. So 
what? There is Oscar Coe to recite. And Mrs. J. T. Floyd 
entertaining on the accordion. 

Since the dove are scarce, there is no loud banging of 
shotguns to disturb the peace and quiet of the day. No one 
really Cates. 


It is worth getting up for some time to 
watch the dawning of a new day. Take 
today, for inStance. We arrived at the Floyd camp at 4 
a. m. It was a mistake to do so because Jesse Dial was at 
work at the pits. 

It would not have been so difficult had we skipped the 
pits until noon. There is something haunting about slabs of 
lamb and beef and pork cooking over an open log fire at 
early hours. It is difficult to dismiss from one’s thoughts as 
the morning hours wear on. 

Anyway, there was a fox hunt in progress. Mod- 
ern fox hunters ride in cars along the country roads 
and listen to the music of the hounds. We saw no 
reason to argue with the modern methods. 

And then, as a sort of official way to start the annual 
dove shoot, Dr. Floyd stopped us on a rise and we watched 
the sun come up. 

It was damp and glistening in the fields and off in the 
distance a purple haze shrouded the lonesome pines. There 
had been a stir of life in the countryside before; but work 
began when the big, red ball rapidly rose from behind the 
trees. 

There is no glare to the sun as it first comes up. 

It turns to a fiery glare as it mounts in the sky. Things 

are always different in the full light of day. 

It removes much of the mystery and glamour of the 
countryside. There is something remotely stirring about the 
far-away barking of dogs, the crowing of roosters and the 
flickering lights in the farm houses.
